CHARGES OF DRILLING AND POSSESSION 
OF ARMS. 


Major L..C. Dorman, 2nd Batt. Woressterehite 
Regiment, presided over a district courtmartial 


held in Ship street Barracks, Dublin, yesterday, | 
| when Noe] Lemass, 2 Capel ‘street, Dublin, was 


put forward, with taking part im 
movements of a military mature on Sunday, 
19th ult., and with having arms and ammuni- 
tion in his cur on the same occasion. 

Captain O. B, Wallis prosecuted. 

When, Daly to plead, defendant stated that 
he. failed to see how a Gourt constituted of 
an army of occupation could try him on these 
charges. 

A plea of not guilty was entered. 

. Lieut. Adams, South Lanes. Regt., stated 
that on the day in qtestion he was one of & 
party of N.C.O.’s and men proceeding by motor 
lorry from ‘Kilternan to Glencullen, Co. Dub- 
lin. There were aleo some R.1.C. on the lorry. 
Witness, who was seated in front of the lorry, 
saw a party of civilians marching in military 
formation from the opposite direction. 
Witness hed the lorry stopped, and 
by the time it came to a standstill the civilian 
party was behind it. He dismounted, and was 
running back, when he saw some of the civi- 
lians throw things over the hedge. He saw ao- 
cused throw away what appeared to be a re- 
volver holster. The men wore surrounded and 
searched by a sergeant end two constables of 
the R.I.C. Witness at the game time went over 
the hedge with eome of his men and searched 
+ the field, and found a revolver holster and a 
revolver ten or fifteen yards from the hedge. 
There were three rounds in the revolver. He 
saw a belt, with a revolver holster attached, 
also being picked up. After the search all the 
party were taken to Dundrum and placed under 
arrest. 

In reply to the accused, witness said that he 
was detailed by the authorities to proceed to 
the R.1.C. Barracks to get itstructions, and 
when he got these orders he considered he was 
in charge of the party. Accused threw the ar 
ticles referred to over the hedge.

This was the earliest instance 
recorded in Great Britain and Ireland of the 
formation of an agricultural exhibition—later a 
trial of the ploughs was conducted in Phenix 
Park—this in iteelf is a striking testimony of 
the practical methods adopted in the far dis- 
tant days to give to those directly interested 
the benefit of the most up-to-date methods in 
the science and practice of husvaadry. Then 
came the offering of premiums for cattle and 
horses. Implements were actually manu- 
factured by the Society, and sold at a cheap 
rate, followed by improved methods of horti- 
culture and the cultivation of trees, plants, and 
grasses. In 1761 the first Parliamentary grant 
was made to the Society by the Irish House of 


Commons of £12,000, given to promote and | 


encourage agriculture, arts, and manufactures, 
and grants were continued up. to 1877. Whilst 
agriculture was the original predominant 
feature, the labours imposed on the Society by 
numerous Act& of the Irish Legislature caused its 
designs to be extended to literature, science, 
the fine arts, manufactures, trade and commerce. 
In its earliest days it stood alone in its agri- 
@iltural work, and was, therefore, the pioneer 
of ali such societies. The next in antiquity to 


the Royal Dublin ! Society, he was naturally | 


proud to state, was the Society from whence he 
came, the Royal Lancashire Agricultural 
Society, founded in 1767 at the Old Coffee 
House, Manchester, and the Royal Dublin 
Society, in conducting practical experiments in 
sgriculture, cajoled a Lancashire man, “an 
Englishman,” from his old Society in 1768, 
much to the regret of Lancashire.

j perament ruleg, real civilisation prevailed, as it 


| did in early Ireland—a beautiful expression of 
_ beautiful life of beautiful people. The creative 
spirit, rightly used, produced health and 


beauty, but when it was misused it resulted in 
many evils which arose because the arts of life 
were either neglected or misused. The arte of 
life meant all the trades, crafts, and occupa- 
tions essential to individuel and social life. 


They were as familier as the air, and were re- 


garded as a.matter of course. They produced 
law, order, and real government, and through 
them the depths of religion were reached. The 
whole system of the arts was that of education 
by creative production. Manufacturers were to- 
day combining to flood the markets with com- 
modities, and thus destroy the creative arts, so 
that eventually England would be turned into 
a kind of industrialised Prussia. Every in- 
dividual should be given an opportunity of de- 
veloping the creative side of his nature, Un- 
less the itxhvidual had that perfect freedom 
there would not be: perfect prosperity. The 
greater the opportunity the better the product. 
The lecturer then proceeded to illustrate the 
practice of the arts of daily life by primitive 
men, and gave illustrations of coloured drawings 
of animals in the reindeer caves of France and 
in the Altamira caves of Spain. When asked 
how they came to be there, they could only 
anewer in the words of Aristotle: “Art is the 
very nature of man.” They were probably do 
for magical ends, to give hunters and painte 
power over the spirit of animals. It was a 
common belief that primitive man was an ex- 
tremely rude and miserable creature, but he 
was really a far different being. He was in- 
tensely devoted to the arte of life and to his 
household religion. The nations of the world 
could only attain to a like state by eactting to 
the task before them in a like spirit of pas- 
sionate devotion. |

The leading purpose of hyper-geometty has 
been to discover what types admit of the motion 
of a body without change of shape or volume, 
It has been found that, besides the Euclidean, 
there are only two types satisfying this condi- 
tion.

The 
statement of the problem is simple, if you will 
excuse the technical language: Does the ehergy 
required to move a body exceed the kinetic 
energy imparted? If so, we may expect that 
some energy is required to change its shape 
and volume, and that space is not Euclidean. 

I may add that the first physicist to put 
forward the hypothesis that a body changes 
its shape by the mere act of moving was the 
late G. F, Fitzgerald, Fellow of Trinity Col- 
lege, to whose stimulating suggestion the revo- 
lutionary discoveries of Professor Finstein
